And the Jews that was ſo ſinful, they ſometimes inquir d 
what they ſnould do to be ſaved, and ſhould you not examine your ſelves, and pray to 
God, that you might be acquitted of the Guilt, and not to be angry ; for if you: were 
not guilty of that Sin, you were guilty of many others, but inſtead of doing ſo, which 
was but your Duty, you did quite contrary: How will you anſwer this before the Great 
God, vhen you come to be judg d, that you ſhould ſhow ſo much Indignation againſt 
God's Angel, that comes to tell ye you are in a wrong Way, and to fave your Souls?
